In the Senate, on dette a@number of bills 

were reported from committees and placed on 
thecalendar. The bill to quiet the titles of 
settlers on the Des Moines river was taken up 
and considered. The Senate adopt- 
ed the conference report and passed 
the bill creating a Department of Labor.. 
In the House, also, the bill creating a Depart- 
ment of Labor was passed, after agreement tc 
the report of the committee of conference. The 
Legislative Appropriation bill was then taken 
up in committee of the whole, and some amend- 
ments were adopted. The House then went in- 
to committee of the whole on the Tariff bill, 
considering it by scctions under the five-minute 
Pale. 

IN the Senate, on the Ist, the chief features 
of the proceedings were the prompt confirma- 
tion ofthe nominat on of Lieutenant-General 


Sheridan to be General of the Army, 
and discussion of the questicn of 
education of the Indians... In the 


House, the bill to revive the office of General of 
the Army, after objection first by Mr. Kilgore 
and afterwards by Mr. Oates, of Alabama, was 
passed by a viva voce vote, Mr. Oates going on 
record as opposing it. The Legislative Appro 
priation bill was passed. The House then went 
into committee of the whole on the Tariff bill. 

THE Senate was notin session on the 2d.... 
In the House proceedings, the principal feat- 
ure was the passage of the Agricultural Ap- 
propriation bill. The House then went into 
committee of the whole on the Tariff bill. the 
pending amendment under discussion being 
to strike from the free list lumber, hewn and 
squared, and used for spars and wharves, 
which was rejected. The third paragraph of 
the bill, *‘Wool unmanufactured, not specially 
enumerated or provided for’, was then read 
and taken up for consideration. Mr. Bayne 
(Penn.) moved to strike it out. After some 
debate the committee rose, leaving Mr. Bayne’s 
amendment pending, and the House at five 
o'clock adjourned. 

Int the Senate, on the 4th, a large number of 
bills, chiefiy pension bills, were taken from the 
calendar and passed; as were a number of bills 
carrying appropriations for public buildings. 
The Senate bill creating an additional retired 
list of the army for eignt officers now on the 
active list. but incapacitated for active service, 
was passed; also the Senate bill authorizing 
the retirement of General W. W, Averill, and 
the House bill authorizing the retirement of 
General Alfred Pleasanton, both withthe grade 
of Major..... In the House bills were passed 
making inauguration day a legal holiday; to 
prevent obstructions and injurious deposits in 
New York harbor and adjacent waters; and 
authorizing the construction of a bridge across 
the Missouri riverin Winona and Berk coun- 
ties. Ta. An early adjournment followed a 
failure to go into committee of the whole on 
the Tariff bil!

THE strike of the Pittsburgh and Alle- 
gheny bakers, that was expected to occur 
on the 4th, did not materialize, the em- 
ployers conceding the demands of the 
men. 

A VEIN of coal has been discovered on 
the line of the Gulf, Colorado & Santa Fe 
railroad at Ardmore, I. T., about forty 
miles from the Texas State line, said to 
equal in thickness and quality the Mc-

A MONSTER demonstration was held in 
the City of Mexico, on the 3d, in favor of 
the re-election of President Diaz. Twenty 
thousand workingmen marched through 
the principal streets and called upon the 
President at the National palace.

AT a meeting of veteran soldiers, at 
Atlanta, Ga., on the 5th, both blue and 
gray, presided over by Gov. Gordon, it 
was decided thatthe veterans of Georgia, 
without distinction of which side they 
fought on, aecept the invitation of the 
Army of the Potomac to participate in the 
Gettsyburg re-union in July. 

J. M. RIELLY was on the 5th appointed 
postmaster for Goodrich, Hickman county, 
Tenn. 

T. J. Simmons, who was indicted for 
murder in the first degree, was adjudged 
not guilty, at Helena, Ark., on the dth. He 
was charged with killing a man named 
Nicholson in 1872. No witness was able 
to indentify him as being James Sparks, 
the man who did the hilling, and for that 
reason he was acquitted. 

A BILL has been favorably reporteed in 
he House authorizing the construction of 
a bridge over the Cumberlaud river be- 
tween Burnside, Ky., and Carthage, Tenn., 
or the south fork of said river, between 
Burnside and Tatewell, Ky., by the Cin- 
cinnati and Birmingbam Railroad Com- 
pany. 

JEFFERSON Davis celebrated his cightieth 
birthday on the 8d. The mails brought 
many letters of congratulation from old 
friends, and many substantial remem- 
brances were also received. Mr. Davis is 
in better hea th than he has been for some 
time. . 

A TERRIBLE cyclone passed near Milton, 
S. C., on the 2d. It extended over a track 
25 miles long and 500 yards wide, The 
damage is enormous, as everything in its 
track was completely destroyed. So far 
as known no lives were lost. 

THE United States officers have suc- 
ceeded in capturing Fred Fowler and 
Wm. Ferguson, two members of a band of 
counterfeiters who havs been working the 
section around Chattanooga, Tenn., for 
over two months. It is estimated that 
thereis upward of $15,000 in counterfeit 
coin now in circulation, besides a large 
uumber of $5 silver certificates. 

A most horrifying calamity has befallen 
Rockdale, Texas. On the morning of the 
4th about 4 o’clock the Mundine Hotel, a 
three-story brick building, was found to 
be on fire and quickly all a was blaze. Inside 
w-r3 thirteen persons, only two of whom 
escaped alive.

Shanklin Munson and other prominent 
leaders of the Gray forces were admitted 
to the caucus, and made powerful argu- 
ments in support of the Indiana Gov- 


ernor. They told the Ohioans that he was 
the only man that could carry their State; 
that upon his nomination rested all 
chances of its remaining in the Demo- 
cratic column; and that, moreover, he 
was the one man that could unite both 
North and South. 

The QOhioians listened patiently, and 
when the delegation had retired, they re- 
newed their discussion. 

Finally, to test the prevailing opinion, 
Baker, of Cincinnati, submitted a resolu- 
tion, setting forth that in the event of the 
name of Allen G. Thurman being present- 
ed to the convention for Vice-President, 
the Ohio delegation would give him its 
undivided support. 

When a show of hands was called for, 
all but two went up, and the resolution 
was declared unanimously adopted. 

Outside the rooms a great crowd bad 
been patiently awaiting the decision of 
the caucus. It filled the upper lobby and 
corridors; packed the stairs in a jam, 
and stretched far out into the rotunda 
below. The rousing cheer that followed 
the chairman’s announcement was all 
that the crowd wanted to know. It aid 
not wait for the doors to be opened. 
There was ashout of “Thurman is safe”, 
and it was taken up by a thousand 
throats. 

Asif by magic, the news spread from 
hotel to hotel, and the enthusiasm ran 
like a prairie fire. Thurman transparen- 
cies, ribbons and pictures bobbed up in 
every direction. Black’s delicate red 
badges, with his equally delicate sig- 
nature, disappeared from sight. 
The visiting clubs and West- 
ern delegations hustled out their 
bands, and were soon marching through 
the streets, cheering, shouting and sing- 
iug in frantic glee. 

The entire population of the town at this 
end of the bridge seemed to have emptied 
itself into the principal streets, and to 
have become infected with the enthusi- 
asm of the moment. Every body was ina 
delirium of happiness. 

No, not everybody. 
sulked in their tents. Like Rachel of old, 
they refused to be comforted. Up to the 
moment that the cheers came out of the 
Ohio committee room, they had confident- 
ly expected that, even if the delegation 
did not declare for the man of their 
choice, it would refuse to indorse the 
“Old Roman’. This would have suited 
them justas well, for a divided Ohio 
meant the withdrawal of Thurman anda 
clear lead for Gray. But they knew 
what had happened when the first shout 
came from above, and they compressed 
their lips and kept their hands in their 
pockets. They were not marching last 
night, nor, unless they experience a 
change of heart, will they fall into line 
when the vote of the slate is called for in 
Exposition Hall. 

“We will die fighting hard’, said a 
Gray man last night. ‘His name will be 
presented, even if it gets nothing more 
than the vote of our own delegation. We 
expected better treatment, for we have 
made a brave fight, and lett nothing un- 
done to give Indiana the victory.” 

The fact that the New York delegation 
was unanimous for Thurman had much to 
do with the decision of the Ohio men. 

The Gothamites did not caucus till late 
last night, but ‘feelers’? who had been 
sent out during the afternoon brought 
back the news that they were solid for 
Thurman, and that they meant to dictate 
the nomination if they could. And as 
that ‘if’? was pretty emphatic and deter- 
mined, the Ohioans came to the conclu- 
sion that discretion was the better part of 
valor. 

As for the Black boom, it died ‘a born- 
in’? early in the day. The pokey little 
six-by-four room in which those responsi- 
ble for its appearance kept open house, 
never held more than a dozen people, and 
less than that after the limited supply of 
cigars had given out. A. C. Rice, of 
Beatrice, Neb., W. Kimbrough, of Dan- 
ville, I1l., John Wampler, of Kansas, and 
L. F. Beach, of Morrison County, Ill, 
took turns in standing outside the door 
andinviting the passers-by to step in, 
much after the fashion of a fake auction. 

Joe Mann, of Illinois, at whose instance 
the headquarters were opened, and who, 
it was emphatically given out, would fan 
the spark into a flame as soon as he ar- 
rived, came in at eight o’clock, just in 
time to find that any dark-horse chances 
the Commissioner of Pensions might have 
had twelve hours before had vanished into 
the gloom. 

The action of the Ohio delegation was 
wired without delay to Judge Thurman, 
and long after midnight from the bal- 
econies of half a dozen hotels orators 
waved the red bandana at the multitudes 
below, and assured them that Cleveland 
and Thurman would lead the Democracy 
to victory in November next. 

The New York State delegation at its 
meeting last night, decided not to indorse

any candidate for the Vice- Presidency. 
The sentiment was, of course, unanimous

for Thurman, but it was argued that, to 
avoid any suggestion of a desire to dic- 
tate, it would be just as well for the dele- 
gation to put on a neutral appearance, 
and to abstain from voting until after all] 
the other States had been called. 


Thurman's Selection Conceded. 

St. Lours, June 5.—The situation at 
midnight,.so far as Thurman’s selection 
is concerned, is unchanged. There will 
probably be no ballot takén. 

The determination of the New York. 
delegation last night to refrain from vot- 
ing is construed by anti-Thurmanites. to 


mean that the New Yorkers are scheming: 


to stampede the convention. 

Crowds of Gray followers gathored ‘in 
the lobbies of the leading hotels late last 
night, and yelled and howled for their 
favorite. It was allto no purpose, how- 
ever, asin the language of one of the 
indiana delegates, “It is too late to shout 
now. The slate is fixed”. 

The Indiana delegation, at a meeting 
last night, instructed its members to sup- 
port Henry Watterson for the chairman- 
ship of the committee on resolutions. 
The fight for this place will probably be 
between Mr. Watterson and Mr. Gorman. 

A member of the National Committie is 
authority for the statement that the plat- 
form will re-adopt the platform of 1884, 
and indorse the President’s message. It 
will declare for tariff reform, but will not 
indorse the Mills bill in its present shape. 

Mr. Scott, who, it is supposed, carries 
with him in cold type the views of the 
Administration as to what the tariff 
plank should be, is apparently serene 
with regard to the question. He said toa 
representative of the United Press last 
night that everything was moving towards 
harmony in its most emphatic sense. 

Shortly after midnight a proposition 
was made to the Indiana delegation to 
withdraw the name of Governor Gray 
from the contest for second place, and it 
is more than probable that this will be 
done before the mecting of the conven- 
tion.

County, Ky., recently by the presence of 
mad dogs. Mrs. James Hancock was bit- 
ten at Long Hollow bya pet dog that 
showed all the symptons of hydrophobia, 
and a madstone “has been applied to her 
wound, whichis a painful one. The dog 
was killed, but not until a number of oth- 
er dogs were bitten by it, some of which 
were still at large, while others weye 
caught and shutup toseeif they devél- 
oped signs of madness. 

The tobacco firm of J. Simon & Bro., at 
Montgomery, Ala., was sold out recently 
to certain local creditors to satisfy. claims, 
amounting to $14,000. There are outside 
creditors, who will suffer to the exte nt of 
bet ween’$12,000 and $15,000. 

Henry Fuller, a ‘young white boy living 
in Pickens County, 8..C:, was shot down 
and instantly killed afew days ago. Ful- 

ler had been squirrel hunting, and after 
returning home was in the yard cleaning 
up hls gun, which was accidently dis- 
charged, the whole charge going through 
his head and tearing a frightful hole in 
his body, 

The conviction by the Supreme Court 
of Tennessee of George Millington for 
murder in the second degree and his 
sentence to fifteen years in the peniten- 
tiary, is the first instance since the war 
in this State of the punishment of a sich 
man for felony. 

Mr. James Caldwell. a well-known 
florist of Montggmery, Ala., coughed ap a 
pin from his right lung, a few days ago. 
He has suffered about twenty years, and 
has been treated for lung trouble. Ie has 
now a distinct recollection of swallowing 
the pin forty-seven years ago in Glasgow, 
Scotland, when seven years of age. 

Mr. Thomas, Baker, of Hartwell, Ga, 
met his death a few days since in a tragic 
manner. He had been out hunting, and, 
returning about sunset, stop;ed to rest, 
leaning on his shotgun with his foot on a 
fence. Suddenly his foot slipped from 
the fence, striking the hammer of the gun, 
causing it to discharge, the entire load 
entering his chest and throat. He linger- 
ed for several hours, when death relcased 
him. 

Nelson Teater, a farmer residing near 
Lancaster, Ky., was found dead in a pond 
of water afew days ago. When raiseda 
strong odor of chloroformissuéd from his 
mouth. Whether he suicided or met with 
foul play can not be ascertained. Teater 
was to have been married to a young 
widow at Nicholasville. He was thought 
to be worth $100,000, and was in the habit 
of carrying large sums of money upon 
his person. No money was found on him. 

Governor Gordon of Georgia has par- 
doned James M. A. Stringer, who was 
convicted of the murder of : William Gad- 
dis during a dance at the house of the 
latter in 1883. Stringer’s mother has 
never ceased her effort’s for her son’s 
pardon, and finally presented a petition 
containing the»names of seven hundred 
voters of Lumpkin County, where the 
crime was committed, with the above re- 
sult. 

In Tipton County, Tenn., a few days 
ago, the twelve-year-old son of Mr. Geo. 
Evans, a well-to-do farmer, was handling 
a shotgun, when, in a spirit of reckless 
sport, he pointed it at his little nine-year- 
old sister for the purpose of frightening 
her. The gun was accidentally dis- 
charged, tearing away her cheek and part 
of the jawbone, and making a frightful 
wound. 

The Supreme Court of Tennessee ad- 
journed a few days since, after asession of 
nine weeks, with its docket cleared. Three 
hundred and fifty cases had been heard 
during the term: The present beneh has 
heard and disposed of more cases in the 
same length of time than any other simi- 
lar court known to the history of the 
courts of the world, and notwithstanding 
the rapidity with which they have done 
business, general satisfaction has been 
given to the bar.

“rie Democratic party of the United 
States in National convention assembled re- 
news the ple-lze of its fidelity to Democratic 
faith, and reaffirms the platform adopted by 
its representatives in the convention of 1884, 
aud oa lorses the views expressed by Presi- 
dent Cleveland in his last annual message to 
congress as the correct interpretation of 
that platform upon the question of tariff re- 
ductiva; and also endorses the efforts of our 
Democratic representatives in congress to 
secure a reduction of excessive taxation. 
“Chief among its principles of parity faith 
are the maintenance of an indissoluble union 
of free and indestructible states now about to 
eter upon its second century of unexampled 
progress and renown ; devotion toa plan of 
governm nt; regulated by a written consti- 
tution, strictly specifying every granted 
power and expressly reserving to the states 
as people, the ent.re ungranted residue of 
power; the encouragement of a zealous 
popular vigilance, directed to all who have 
been chosen for brief terms to enact and exe- 
cute the laws, and are charged with the duty 
of preserving peace, ensuring equality and 
establishing justice. 

“The Democratic party welcome an exact 
ing scrutiny of the administration of the 
executive power, which four years ago was 
committ-d to its trust, in the election of 
Grover Cleveland, president of the United 
States, and it challenges the most searching 
iuquiry concerning its fidelity and devotion 
to the pledges which then invited the suf- 
frages of the people. 

“During a most critical period of our 
financial affairs, resulting from over taxa- 
tion, the anomalous condition of our cur- 
rency anda public d»bt unmaturel, it has 
bv the adoption of a wise and conservative 
cou; -e not only averted = disaster, but 
greatly promoted the prospsrity of the peo- 

le. 

“It has reversed the improyident and un- 
wise policy of the Republican party, touch- 
ing the public domain, and has reclaimed 
from corporations and syndi-ates, alien and 
domestic, and restored to the people, nearly 
one hundred millions of acres of valuable 
land t» be sacredly held as homesteads for 
our citizens. 

‘While carefully guarding the interest of 
the taxpayers and conforming strictly to 
the principles of justice and equity, it has 
pai out more for pensions and bounties to 
the suldiers and sailors of the republic thay 


was ever pald before during an equal period. 

‘By intelligent management anda judi- 
cious and economical éxpenditure of the 
public money it has set on foot the recon- 
struction of the American navy upon a sys- 
tem which forbids the recurrence of scandal 
and insures successful results. 

“It has adopted and consistently pursued 
a firm and prudent foreign policy, preserv- 
ing peace with all nations while scrupulously 
maintaining all the rights and interests of 
our own government and peopleat bome 
and abroad. 

‘*The exclusion from our shores of Chinese 
laborers has been effectually secured under 
the provisions of a treaty, the operation of 
which has been postponed by the action of a 
Republican majority in the senate. 

**Honest reform in the civil service has 
be-n inaugurated and msintained by Presi- 
deit Cleveland, and he has brought the pub- 
lic service to the highest standard of effi- 
ciency, not only by rule and precept, but by 
the example of his untiring and unselfish ad- 
ministration of public affairs. 

“In every branch and department of the 
government under Democratic control, the 
rights and the welfare of all the people have 
been guarded and defended; every public 
interest has been protected, and the equality 
of all our citizens before the law, without 
regard to race or color, has been steadfastly 
maintained.

tion, amounts to more than $125,000,000, and 
the surplus coliected is reaching the sum gf 
more than 360,090,0U0. 

“Debauched by this immense temptaticn, 
the remedy of the Republican party is to 
meet and exhaust it by extravagant texa- 
tion. The Democratic remedy is to enforce 
frugulity in public expenditures and abolish 
unnecessary taxation. Our established do. 
mestic industries and enterprises should no} 
and need not be endangered by a reductior 
and correction of the burdens of taxation. 

“On the contrary, a fair and eareful re 
vision of our tax laws, with due allowance 
for the difference between the wages ol 
the American and foreign labor, must per- 
mit and encourage every branch of such in- 
dustry and enterprise by giving them as- 
surance of an extended market and steady 
and continuous operation in the interest of 
American labor which should in no event be 
neglected; the revision of our tax laws, con- 
templated by the Democratic party and to 
promote the advantage of such labor, by 
cheapening the cost of the necessaries of life 
in the home of every workingman, and at 
the same time securing to him steady and 
remunerative employment. 

“Upon this questicn of tariff roform, sc 
closely concerning every phase of our 
natural life, and upon every question in- 
volved in the problem of good government 
the Democratic party submits its principles 
and professions to the intelligent suffrages of 
the American people.”

Mr, Baker, of Ohio, asked unanimous con- 
sent as a delegate from the state which loved 
and honored Thomas A, Hendricks to present 
and have adopted a series of resolutions of 
respect to the late vice president and of re 
gret oat bis death. The resolutions were 
adopted by a rising vote and Hendrick’s 
iaine was cheered. 

The roll was then called for the nomina 


tions for vice president. There was no re- 
sponse until California was reached, when 
Senator M F Tarpey stepped upon the 
platform and amid great applause nomt- 
nated Ailen G. Thurman, in the following 
words:

Here a 
voice shouted “Oregon,” and the speaker re- 
sponded, “Yes, take warning from Oregon 
before it is too late” The battles they 
waged in Indiana, cont nued Senator Voor- 
tees, were not known in other states. 

Having attended to the charges against 
Gray, Mr. Voorhees closed amid generous 
applause, 

Georgia had been passed in the call, but 
the secretary went back, and Albert H. 
Cox, who introduced himself as a Union man 
from Georgia, seconded the nomination of 
Sovernor Gray. 

The roll call was resumed. Kentucky 
reached and Evan E. Settle appeared on be- 
aalf of the unterrified Democrats to second 
Gray’s nomination. He said he drew in- 
spiration for the moment from the conven- 
tion that in this city, twelve years ago, 
nominated the man who, although rightfully 
slected, was defeated by fraud and con- 
spiracy, and paid a tribute to that other In- 
liana patriot, who elected four years ago, 
aad gone beyond this life. They wanted, he 
said, young and vigorous men who could fill 
out their terms of office. - 

Louisiana was called for and there was no 
response. Then Maine, Michigan, Minnne- 
3ota and the other states down to Missouri 
were called. Dryden responded for the last 
aamed state, He admitted at the outset that 
ae represented a divided Democracy, a di- 
vided delegate. He said that on behalf of 
she young leaders of the Democracy he de- 
sired to secure the nomination of Thurman. 

His frankness was rewarded by great ap- 
plause, which was repeated again and again, 
and renewed when he referred to his candi- 
date as “‘A Grand Old Roman,” greater than 
Hector, greater than Ajax, who more than 
any other man had dealt telling blows in be- 
aalf of the Democracy. 

When he referred to the fact that retire. 
ment and rest would be grateful to the “Old 
Roman,” somebody thundered, “Let him 
yave it.” This little sally had a detering 
effect on Mr. Dryden and he soon ceased 
speaking. 

Numerous other states followed endorsing 
Thurman’s nomination. 

The names of the candidates were then 
»alled—Thurman, Gray and Black. The crit- 
ical moment bad arrived. The roll was 
yalled. Beginning with Alabama; Black, 1; 
Gray, 4; Thurman, 15. The calling of the 
roll was watched with great interest. Con-

CLEVELAND IN FIRE. 


A Magnificent Display of Fire Works 
Viewed By 50,000 People. 
St. Louis, June 7.—The fireworks display 
was the finest ever seen in the west. It was 
given at the corner of Twelfth and Olive 
streets, The vast open space was crowded, 
and it is estimated that 50,000 people wit- 
nessed the pyrotechnic display. There were 
over one hundred pieces of fireworks dis- 
played, requiring two hours for the exhibi- 
tion, which was continuous from start to 
finise. The first set piece that produced the 
wildest enthusiasin was a portrait of Grover 
Cleveland, a sketch of which is shown here

Among the other devices produced in a 
marvelous way were: The Falls of Niagara; 
reascade of fire 390 feet long aad falling 
fifty feet; the Capitol at Washington; the 
White House, and at the close a naval com- 
dat representing the Monitor and Merrimac 
ight. 


Cleveland's Biography. 
New York, June 7.—Grover Cleveland 
was born in Essex county, New Jersey, 
March 18, 1837. Receiving a common school 
aducation and a brief course of study at an 
academy, young Grover determined at the 
age of eighteen to go west and seek his for- 
ture, so he started for Cleveland, O., being 
attracted to that city because it Lore his 
name. 
On his way there he stopped at Buffalo to 
visit his uncle, Mr. Lewis F. Allen, who 
offered hima clerkship in order to prevent 
him going further west. This posi- 
tion he accepted, and _  svon_ after 
when the Illinois men divided themselves all 
around. 
The votes of Michigan, Minnesota, Missis- 
sippi and Wisconsin for Tburman intensified 
the enthusiasm. Ohio's forty-five and Penn- 
sylvania’s sixty settled the nomination, and 
the convention became a howling mob. 
Banners were raised and waved in the air, 
the delegates stgod upon the chairs and, 
facing Ohio, cheered again and again. 
Everybody in the galleries joined in the en- 
thusiasm, and the scene was one to be re- 
membered, when the Indiana banner, with 
its streamers bearing the name of Gray. was 
brought up to the chairman’s desk by Dele- 
gate O. O. Staley, decorated with red ban- 
jana. 
Then the banners of Mississippi, South 
Carolina and other states were brought to 
the front and mingled together, which, while 
an enormous chanticleer was elevated over 
all. 
Meanwhile the delegate from California 
aad been shaking hands and receiving con- 
zratulations all over the house, and every- 
sody seemed tobe in a delirium of happi- 
aess, eight minutes elapsed before the en- 
thusiasm subsided. 
When the call was completed, on motion 
of Mr. Patterson, of Colorado, and seconded 
by Mr. Shanklin, of Indiana, the nomina- 
sion was made unanimous, 
A resolution was passed authorizing the 
National committee to fix the time and place 
for holding the next National convention. 
Thanks were then voted to Secretary Prince 
add the officers of the convention, then at 
si p. m. the convention adjourned sine 
ie, 
Allen G. Thurman, the Democratic cand i- 
date for the vice presidency, was 
born in Lynchburg, Va., November 13, 1813, 
and is consequently seventy-four. 
In 1819 his parents moved to Chillicothe, 
O., and here he lived until 1853, when he 
went to Columbus to live, which is at present 
his home, 
He received his education in Chillicothe 
academy. His legal education he received 
in the office of the late Governor Allen. 
Judge Thurman was admitted to the bar 
in 1835, He was elected to the supreme 
bench of Ohio 1851, being chief justice of the 
Ohio supreme court from 1854 to (856. 
Just before being elected supreme judge 
he served as member of the National house 
of representatives from his district wity 
bonor and distinction. This was in 1544, 
In 1867 Judge Thurman was Democratic 
candidate for governor of Obio, and was 
beaten by less than 5,000 votes, altough the 
Republican majority the previous year was 
43,000 
In January, 1868, he was elected to the 
Vnited States senate, and was re-elected in 
(874. Since his retirement from public life 
Judge Thurman has resided quietly in Co- 
lumbus, engaged in the practice of his pro- 
fession.

LEOPARDS AT HOME. 


The Animals in Their Wild State in 
British India, 





One of Them Visits a Bath-Room—Another 
Appears on a Veranda—Cowardly 
Creatures—Their Fondness 
for Dogs. 





Many people spend a great part of 
their lives in India without seeing any 
thing of the wild beasts and snakes 
with which it abounds. My experience 
was very different. I passed only a 
few years in the country; but I hap- 
pened to come frequently in contact 
with its savages denizens, and among 
other adventures I had several oppor- 
tunities of viewing leopards in their 
wild state. Before the beautiful Him- 
alayan sanitarium of Dalhousie had 
increased to its present proportions it 
consisted chiefly of a girdle of habita- 
tions clustering around the Bukrota, 
or lower hill, and a few scattered 
houses dotted about on the ,higher 
mountain, Terah. One of these latter 
we took for the season by advertise- 
ment without having seen it; and I 
was somewhat dismayed, on arrival, to 
find how lonely and exposed the situa- 
tion was. However, the magnificent 
view of the snowy range from the ve- 
randa consoled me, and I quickly set 
to work to make the bare rooms as 
habitable as possible. ‘I fear few of 
our friends will take the trouble to 
mount up to this eyrie to visit us,’’ 
Ilamented. But the very next even- 
ing we were to have a visitor we little 
desired. 

In an Indian bungalow every bed- 
room has asmall ante-room attached in 
which the important function of bath- 
ing is performed. The floor is of ce- 
ment and un-carpeted, to allow of 
splashing, aud round the tub are placed 
the ghurras, or earthen pots of water 
which are required for the bath. The 
little room has always two doors, one 
opening on the outer air, to admit the 
bheesti, with his supply of water; the 
other opening into the bed-room. On 
the evening in question, just as dusk 
was failing, I had finished the unpack- 
ing of a kox in my bed-room, and was 
moving away, when I fancied Iheard a 
slight sound in the bath-room. It was 
an unusual hour for the bheesti’s visit, 
£0 I opened the door, and, tomy horror 
saw just in front of me the beautiful 
sleck back of a large leopard, which 
was crouching on the floor, and drink- 
ing out of one of the ghurras. The 
room was so small that I found myself 
quite close to the leopard, and could 
indeed have touched the spots on its 
glossy coat from where I stood. I was 
too frightened to move and stood per- 
fectly still; and, fortunately for me, the 
outer door by which the creature had 
entered stood still wide open, and with 
a single bound it cleared the threshold 
and disappeared up the hillside. -Had 
the door blown to, or been closed from 
the outside by a servant. the animal 
would have no resource but to seek an 
exit by the doorway in which I was 
standing, and the knowledge of my 
narrow escape made us very careful 
about shuting up early in the afternoon. 

A few nights later we were awakened 
by hearing the watchman call out loud- 
ly that there was a leopard in the ve- 
randa; and we ran to the window in 
time to see the waving of the branches 
were the beast had sprung out among 
the trees. The bearer, who was lying 
rolled up in his blankets in the same 
veranda, slept soundly on meanwhile 
unconscious of his proximity to the 
stealthy-footed creature. These leop- 
ards are cowardly creatures, and will 
never attack a human being if they can 
avoid it; their special fancy is for little 
dogs; and they will so haunt the neigh- 
borhood of any house were dogs are 
kept, that the greatest care is neces- 
sary to prevent the little quadrupeds 
falling victims to the big ones. 

One evening we were riding quietly 
home in the short gloaming, when a 
large animal jumped from the jungle 
above into the road close in front of 
us. It ran swiftly along the road fora 
short distance and then disappeared. 
My companion advised that we should 
hurry a little, as our horses seemed un- 
ensy, so we trotted on; and when we 
came to the spot where we had lost 
sight of the leopard, there it was, lying 
on the outer edge of the narrow mount- 
ain road, its eyes blazing like green 
lamps in the dusk, aud its body half 





hiddon in the grass and shrubs... I was 
mounted om a small pony, and could 
not help thinking that the wild beast 
might spring upon us as we had to pass 
so close to it.; but it lay quite still. 
When we passed, I looked anxiously 
round, and sawit rise and walk calmly 
into the underwood. My companion 
assured me the danger was not from 
any onslaught of the leopard, but lest 
our horses should take fright and bolt 
with us along the narrow path in the 
uucertain light. 

On another oceasion we were not so 
fortunate. I had been to a picnic lunch- 
eon with some friends in a glade near 
the lovely valley of Kujiar. We walked 
back, having our dandis carrried be- 
hind us; and when dusk began to fall 
we put the dogs which had accompanied 
us into the dandis, knowing it was no 
longer safe for them to run by our side. 
At length one of the ladies became 
tired, and called for her dandi. It was 
brought, and set down for her to enter. 
As it touched the ground, the little dog 
jumped down to welcome his mistress ; 
but in a moment his pretty gambols 
were cut short. Like a flash a great 
creature sprang into the road, and snap- 
ping up poor little Prim, vanished witb 
the rapidity of thought down the 
steep hillside. We felt thunder- 
struck, and stood for some moments 
in horrified silence gazing down 
into the bushes where the gliding 
form had disappeared; but nothing 
was to be seen or heard. The elastic 
tread of the leopard left no sign or 
track; and so noiselessly had it passed, 
that we could not tell whether it had 
slipped at once to the bottom of the 
ravine, or whether it was then lying 
only a few feet below us, hidden in the 
brushwood. The latter we imagined 
to be the case from the sudden silence 
that fell upon the other dogs, which, 
instead of whimpering as before and 
rebelling against their imprisonment, 
now cowered, mute and terrified, in 
the cushions of the several dandis. 

Poor Prim must have been killed by 
the first clutch of the cruel claws, for 
he never uttered a single cry. We 
hurried home, grieving much over his 
dreadful fate, and the gentlemen of 
the party immediately returned to the 
spot with their rifles and beaters; but 
nothing was then to be seen of the 
leopard. 

Shooting parties were frequently or- 
ganized about this time; but they were 
not often successful, owing to the dense 
jungle that covered the slopes, and 
the impossibility of following the 
quarry even when sighted. The best 
chance was for a solitary sportsman to 
spend a night in a tree; but the leop- 
ards, though so bold in seeking their 
prey under safe circumstances, were 
extremely cautious when danger was 
at hand, and would generally leave the 
bait untouched near which their un- 
seen enemy lurked. Traps, too, were 
placed on a low spur toward Bukloh, 
which they were known to frequent; 
but very few were caught there that 
vear. “a 

I will conclude with an exciting ride 
experienced by a young police oflicer, 
who, being suddenly summoned to in- 
vestigate a case at a village some miles 
from the station, started off on his 
stout hill-pony, accompanied by his 
favorite large retriever. After going a 
short distance, he noticed that the dog, 
instead of running about as usual, was 
keeping close to the pony’s heels; and 
from a continuous rustle in the vegeta: 
tion along the side of the road, he soon 
perceived that a leopard was keeping 
pace with them. Having no weapon 
but a hunting-crop, he could take no 
offensive measures; but calling to the 
dog, he induced it to keep close below 
the girths on the side fartherest from 
its foe. The dog seemed quite to 
understand the position, and nevei 
abandoned the shelter thus formed; 
and thus the village was reached in 
safety, though the leopard, which was 
evidently hungry, only relinquished the 
pursuit when the mud walls surround- 
ing the little town were actually en- 
tered. Both horse and dog were much 
fatigued by the long race along the 
steep hill-road, the rider having been 
afraid to slacken pace for a moment 
lest the leopard should thus have time 
to make a spring. He was a patient 
and persevering leopard, and doubtless 
dined well that night, though not, I am 
glad to say, on our friend's retriever. — 
Chambers’ Journal. 
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An Unpolishable Diamond. 





A remarkable diamond was exhibited 
ata recent meeting of the New York 
Academy of sciences by George F. 
Kuntz: It was a compound or multiple 
crystal, containing a large number of 
twinnings. It 1s of the class termed 
“extreme durate’’ by the French. It 
had been cut into the general shape of 
a brilliant and its main face or table 
was then placed on the polishing 
wheel. It was kept there for 100 days, 
the wheel revolving at the rate of 2,800 
revolutions per minute. The diamond 
was held upon the rotating surface at 
a distance of about 15 inches from the 
center. Based on these figures, a cal- 
culation showed that the surface passed 
over by the diamond aniounted to 
75,000 miles, or nearly three times the 
circumferance of the earth. Yet it was 
all futile, as the stone would not ac- 
quire a polish. The ordinary weight 
placed on a diamond while on the 
wheel, is from 2} to 2} pounds. This 
was increased by 4 and 8 pounds with- 
out effect, and finally 40 pounds were 
used. The wheel was badly damaged, 
the diamond plowing into it and throw- 
ing scintillations in all directions. The 
diamond, even under these conditions, 
could not be given a commercial polish. 
The wheel had to be replaced. —Scien- 
tific American.

Mix well, and drop on buttered paper 
in pans. 

—A correspondent writes in the 
Scientific American that the worst 
toothache or neuralgia, coming from 
the tecth, may be speedily and de- 
lightfully ended by the application of a 
small bit of cotton, saturated in a strong 
solution of ammonia, to the defective 
tooth. 

—Tapioca Cream.—Soak two table- 
spounfuls of tapioca in a little milk all 
night; add one quart of boiling milk, 
yelks of three eggs, and one-half 
eupful of sugar. Boil together; 
add one teaspoonful of vanilla, and 
bake. Make a meringue of the whites 
of three eggs.
